I. By Introducing poſitive ContraQts for time, not PraQis'd in Blackwell- Hall, before the ſaid AQ, 
thereby tying up the Clothiers and Faftors hands from ſueing for Doubtfull and Manifeſtly dan= 
gerous Debts during ſuch Contracted time. | 

2, The Eaft- India, and other Companys who buy great Quantity's of Cloth cannot give Notes 

3. The FaQor cannot Sell the Clethiers Goods for good Accepted Bills of Exchange ( a certain Se- 
curity for his Money ) tho? ever ſo much for the Clothiers Advantage. | 

- 4. The Enjoyning Notes will prevent the Clothzer of his accuſtom'd Supplyes, by remittances to him } 

_ and payment of Bills drawn by him, in both which the Factor hath hitherto accommodated the Clothier, 
tho' to the Hazard of his own undoing ; and if for the Future Notes taken from Z:dow Debtors muſt 
be the Clothiers only Supply, It is eaſy to Suppoſe the Hardſhips he will meet with in Negotiating 
them ; for the Receivers of the Publick* revenues, from whom he hath been bitherto gene- 
rally ſupplied, will ſcarce part from the Kings Money for ſuch Notes. 

5. The Notes occaſion a very unjuſt Inequality in the Diſtribution of the Eſtate of an Inſolvent Buyer; 
who may have paid off, and taken up three or four Notes out of Ten or more, Payable to ſo many 
 _ ſeveral Clathiers for Goods fold at the fame time, and may never Pay any part of the reſt; when 
Formerly every Clothler had a due Proportion of the Sum Paid. | 
6. By the AQ a Penalty of double the Ualue of the Cloth ſold,js inflicted on the FaQor for not taking 
| or Demanding Notes, which if not ſued for by "the Clethier in Six Months, then the Common Jitt« 
former may ſue for the ſame ; One Moiety thereof for the King the other for Þtmſelf, ; from 
whence it follows, the Clothier may be undone, for if the Tnformer recover : all the Clothjer's - 
Eſtates in Faftors Hands will fall under the Kings Extent, and the Clothier. may, at his leiſurey 
make out - his Claim of what belongs to him, and get it back as he Can,

1. ThePenalty to which the FaQtor 1s ſubjefted by the late AQ, is Extraordinary and , Unpreſadented, 
for it may amount From Forty to Fifty Pounds, for the Omiſſion of Demanding a Note for one 
ſingle Cloth; the Factors Commiſſion for the Sale whereof is but Four Shillings, | 

Though the Factor doe his Duty, he cannot be Safe from the Penalty, for if he demand the Note him- 
ſelf, he is no good Witneſs in his own Caſe,and Several Fadors have no Servant to doe it for them ; If a 
Servant doth it he may dye, and there is no Proviſion made for preſerving his Evidence ; If he live it 
is hard the Maſter ſhould be Ruin'd by his Negle& ; But in Caſe he doth his Duty, and afterwards 
prove Extravagant, his Maſter cannot uſe his Authority in reſtraining him without Danger of hjs 
withdrawing himſelf, thereby Leaving his Maſter in the Sad Circumſtance of wanting Evidence.
